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NE would believe it almoſt Incredible, that any out of Bethlehem ſhould 
think it poſſible, a yeſterdays Fool, anerrant Azave, a deſpicable: Caward, 
and a prophane Atheiſt, ſhould be to day by the ſame Perſons, a Cowley, 
a Man of Horonr, a Hero, anda Zealoxs upholder of the Proteſtant Cauſe, 

and Intereſt; But certainly thoſe that believe this, muſt have as much Faith, and Igno- 
rance , as the Blindeſt Bygotted Papiſt in Enrope; and confeſs at the ſame time , 
that Miracles are not ceaſed, For, like Mxſhrooms in a Night, there is Jately ſprung us 
ſuch a Wit, fuch a HeFor, ſuch a True Proteſtant Poet, (uch a Champion for the Covſ,
